Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 

1 1/1 1/201 1 has been entered. 

Aiiowabie Subject l\/latter 

2. Claims 1 -5, 7-1 2, 1 6, 1 8-1 9, and 21 -24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Worschech (US 3,875,069) which discloses an alcohol derived from coconut 
oil but not natural coconut oil. While Worschech teaches hydrogenated tallow, it does 
not teach the degree of hydrogenation or the iodine value of the hydrogenated tallow 
which will not necessarily be below 10 as claimed. As such Worschech does not 
disclose the lubricant composition consisting essentially of components (a) and (b) 
where component (a)comprises coconut oil or hydrogenated tallow with an iodine value 
below 1 0 and the second component of the claimed ester. Schnur et al (US 
2003/0096713) does not teach natural coconut oil or hydrogenated tallow with the 
claimed iodine value. As such the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
composition.
